Boucicaut further estabiished the rendu 
enabling a purchaser to annul a bargain, 
indulged largely in advertisements and 
paid his assistants almost entirely by com- 
mission in articles soid, These innovations 
were soon adopted by the founders of the 
Louvre and other shops, In 1863 M. 
Vidau retired and M. Boucicaut and his 
wife ruled the Bon Marche together so 
efficiently that they soid goods for 67,000, 
UO francs annually. Last year the new 
propristors of the Bon Marche did business 
to the harmonious tune of 130,00: ,0O0 
francs, $30,000,000, According to M. 
D'Avenei, this figure is the highest attain- 
ed by any business house in the world. 


The net profit of the firm was 8,009,000 
francs, or 31,6(4),0(K) representing only 
about 5 per vent. on the articles sold. Out 
of this 150,04),000 france 118,00),000 
francs went to furnishers or contractors, 
and 24,000,000 francs was spent on the 
establishment, The profits were devoted 
to the reserve funds aud the payment of 
the shareholders, all employed in the bazaar 
or formerly connected with it. The Bono 
Marche is now ruled by a triumvirate, the 
three members composing which are fre-

The gathered cream aystem, the first tc 
| be introduced, is more objectionable than 


the other. Cream raised under all sorta of 
conditions and in all sorts of places ; kept 


many a farm in hot weather ; gathered by a 
| dirty man—unavoidably so, perhaps, on 
| account of an all-dayride in the hotdry wea- 
| ther—who sticks his dirty fingers into the 
cream and wipes thera olf upon his trousers 
(fact, I'veseen it done), Is it butter made 
| of such cream that ranke higher than that 
/made in the private dairy where everything 
is sweet and clean, where every ounce of 
butter made stands upon its own merits 
| and the careful housewife has all under her 
own eye irom start to finish. 

The creameries are a good thing. They 
| probably make a better grade of butter 
| than the average home dairy would turn 
out, besides relieving the housewife of a 


considerable burden ; but the idea that the | 


| butter is superiorto all other is all nonsense. 
| In fact the creamery men themselves do 
not believe it. Oneof the managere of a 
prominent creamery said to me not long ago, 
| “We cannot make as good butter as you 
| can,” speaking of the gathered cream. I 
do not wish to be understood as running 
down the creameries. They make an ex- 
cellent grade of butter, considering the 
| material they heave to work with. I only 
| deny that they make butter which is sup- 
erior to all home-made product, 

The dairyman wishes to get every dollar 
possible out of the cows, by way of butter; 
he can double discount his profits at the 
creamery by making his butter at home, 
provided he makes tue right kind of butter, 
ihis entails considerable expense by way 
ot implements to work with, A little ex- 
percence and a tirm determination to suc- 
ceed will be all that is necessary. Expen- 
sive machinery is not essential, aside from 
the cabinet creamer. As good butter can 
be made, under proper conditions, with 
open pans as any other way, but the 
creamer 13 at once convenient and etlective 
for separating the cream from the miik, 
and compared with the separator, inex- 
pensive, Ice in abundance is necessary, 
however, for making first-grade butter in 
not weather,

With all this 1 do 
not fear that good butter will ever fail to 
bring a profitable price. Goto any market 
to-day and you will-find it scarce. Brother 
dairymen, do not be discouraged.

REV. W. J. CHAPIN. 


im theStrain of Pulpit Laber We Had vere 
Grawn Wis Health Aeccount—How Be Net 
the Crisis and Beturncd te Mis Duties 
with Renewed Sealth.

In the pretty viliage of Chatham, II1.,
